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FOREWORD 

The council has through the past financial year again strived to ensure financial control and discipline. 

We have once again through this continuous process ensured that expenditure were kept within the approved 
budget that was adopted. The council has reconfirmed it's stance towards financial stability by promoting the 
principle of economic viability and sustainability.

3. EXTERNAL LOANS, INVESTMENTS AND CASH 

External loans outstanding on 30 June 2006 amount to R7 186 843 (R9 106 011 in 2005) 
as set out in appendix B. Loans to the amount of R 727 738 was taken up during the financial 
year. An amount of R 2 646 906 was redeemed during the financial year. 

Investments and cash on 30 June 2005 amounts to Rll 234 495 (Rll 615 499 in 2005) 
Investments to the amount of R 1 500 000 were withdrawn, interest to the amount of R 793 365 
was earned for the financial year. 

More information regarding loans and investments are disclosed in notes 3 and 6 and 
appendix B to the financial statements. 
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4. FUNDS, RESERVES AND PROVISIONS 

The movement regarding statutory funds, reserves and trust funds are given in appendix A. 

Council resolved that all statutory funds as at 30 June of each financial year not supported by cash 
should be written back to the council appropriation account. 

More information regarding funds and reserves are disclosed in the notes (1 to 3) and 
appendix A to the financial statements. 

5. GOING CONCERN 

Current assets are exceeding the current liabilities with R 33 972 457, when comparing this figure 
with the R 18 132 013 of which the current assets exceeded the current liabilities as at 30 June 
2005, an improvement in the liquidity for the year ending 30 June 2006 must be acknowledged. 
Special effort is still made to enhance and improve sources of revenue and to curb expenditure . 
Current assets comprises of debtors, R61.3 million of which R 45.08 million has aged more than 
120 days and may therefor be difficult to recover. In order to ensure that the council meets its 
cashflow requirements, credit control is still a priority in order to ensure financial sustainability. 

6. GENERAL 

In the audit qualification of the financial statements dated 30 June 2005, it was stated that the 
appropriations in respect of the disestablished Eastern Gauteng Services Council was not 
fully accounted for. This issue is was considered by the council and it was resolved that if no 
decision can be obtained from the MEC in this regard, the matter be dealt with by means of 
appropriation. The matter has subsequently been resolved by means of appropriation. 

An asset register has been compiled for the municipality, the valuation of the infrastructure 
assets culd not be finalised before year end and subsequently the values as contained in the 
asset register could not be included in the general ledger prior to compilation of the financial 
statements. 

8. APPRECIATION 

I would like to express my appreciation to the Mayor, Councillors, the Municipal Manager and 
Departmental Heads for the support they have given me and my personnel during the year.

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ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The accounting policies are consistent with those applied in the previous year, except if 
otherwise indicated. 

1. Basis of presentation 

1.1 These financial statements have been prepared to conform to the standards laid 
down by the Institute of Municipal Treasurers and Accountants in its Code of 
Practice for Local Government Accounting (1997) and the Published Annual Financial 
Statements for Local Authorities (2nd dedication 1996, as amended). 

1.2 The financial statements are prepared on the historical cost basis, adjusted for fixed 
assets as more fully detailed in Accounting Policy, note 3. 

1.3 The financial statements are prepared on the accrual basis: 

- Income is accrued when collectable and measurable. Certain direct income is accrued 
when received, such as traffic fines and certain licences. 

- Expenditure is accrued in the year it is incurred. 

2. Consolidation 

The balance sheet includes Rates and General Services, Trading Services 
and the different funds, reserves and provisions. All inter-departmental charges are set-off 
against each other, with the exception of assessment rates, refuse removal, electricity and 
water, which are treated as income and expenditure in the respective departments. 

3. Fixed assets 

3.1 Fixed assets are stated: 

- at historical cost; or 

- at valuation (based on the market price at date of acquisition), where assets have 
been acquired by grant or donation, while they are in existence and fit for use, except 

in the case of bulk assets which are written off at end of their estimated life as determined 
by the Treasurer. 

3.2 Depreciation: 

The balance shown against the heading "Loans Redeemed and other Capital Receipts" 
in the notes to the balance sheet is tantamount to a provision for depreciation, 
however, certain structural differences do exist. By way of this "provision" assets 
are written down over their estimated useful life. Apart from advances from the various 
council funds, assets may also be acquired through: 

- Appropriations from operating income, where the full cost of the assets forms an 
immediate and direct charge against operating income, and therefore it is unnecessary 
to make any further provision for depreciation. 
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- Grant or donation, where the amount representing the value of such grant or donation 
is immediately credited to the "Loans Redeemed and other Capital Recelpts" account. 

3.3 All net profits from the sale of fixed assets are credited to the Capital Development Fund. 

3.4 Fixed assets are financed from different sources, including external loans, operating 
income, endowments and internal advances. These loans and advances are repald 
wlthln the estimated lives of the assets acquired from such loans and advances. 

Interest is charged to the service concerned at the ruling interest rate applicable at the 
time that the advance is made. 

4 Funds and reserves 

4.1 Statutory Funds 

4.1.1 Capital development fund 

Ordinance 9 of 1978, section 2, as amended determines that a local authority must make a 
minimum contribution of 1% of the income of the previous financial year towards the capltal 
development fund. 

4.1.2 Endowment fund 

Endowments by township developers for the purpose of establishment and/or upgrade of 
public infrastructure or amenities are credited to this fund. 

4.1.3 Land Trust Fund 

Proceeds in respect of the sale of councll property is credited to the Land Trust Fund, the 
purchase of land for munlclpal use is also financed through the Land Trust Fund. 

In terms of a councll resolution, all statutory funds as at 30 June of each flnancial year that Is not 
supported by cash or investments are written back to the council appropriatlon account this 
this does however not apply to the Capital Development Fund. 

4.2 Reserves 

4.2.1 Communlty Facillties 

This reserve was created under the old Housing Act to provide for loss of rentals due to non 
payment of accounts 

4.2.2 Malntenance 

Thls reserve was created for the purpose of malntainlng buildings, roads, refuse, sewerage, 
electricity and water networks 

4.2.3 Civil Defence Fund 

Thls reserve was created to flnance expendlture as a result of disasters 

4.2.4 Vehicles and Equlpment 

Thls reserve was created to flnance extraordlnary maintenance on vehicles and equipment. 

4.2.5 Loss of rental reserve 

The loss of rental reserve was created to cater for loss of rental due to non-payment of rental.

5. Retirement benefits 

The Nokeng TsaTaemane Local Council and it's employees contribute to various pension and 
provident funds ( Details are reflected under paragraph 25 of the notes to the financial statements. 

The Nokeng TsaTaemane Local Council and it's councillors contribute to the Municipal Councillors 
Pension Fund, which provides retirement benefits to such councillors. 

The retirement benefit plan is subject to the Pension Funds Act, 1956 with pension being 
calculated on the final pensionable remuneration paid. Current contributions are charged against 
operating income on the basis of current costs. Unfavourable experience adjustments and the 
cost of securing increased benefits are written off over the lesser of the remaining period of service 
of employees or five years. Favourable experience adjustments are retained in the retirement 
benefit plan. 

6. Surpluses and deficits 

Any surplus or deficit arising from the electricity and water services are consolidated into the 
general surplus of the council 

7. Treatment of administration and other overhead expenses 

The cost of the internal support services are transferred to the different services in accordance with the 
Institute Report on Accounting for Support Services (June 1990). 

8. Investments 

Investments were made according to the stipulations of the Municipal Finance Management Act, 

(Act 56 of 2003) 

9. Income recognition 

9.1 Electricity and water billings 

All meters are read and billed monthly. Where meters cannot be read during a particular 
month, they are provisionally billed with the necessary adjustments made in the month 
they are indeed read. 

9.2 Assessment rates 

Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality applies a differential rating system. In terms of this system 
assessment rates are levied on land value of property. 

Rebates granted as follows; 

40 % rebate for a household earning less than R 18 000 per annum 

30 % rebate for a household earning between R 18 000 and R 24 000 per annum. 

10. Leased assets 

All leases are treated as operating leases.
